WEEKLY  LEGAL  NOTES. 


MAGISTRATES’  CASES. 

Before  C.  J.,  on  certiorari. 

Haig’s  Case.  Jan.  11,  1881. 

This  was  a conviction  by  the  Fishery  Officer  at 
New  Westminster,  for  lishing  in  close  time, — viz.,  at 
6.30  p.m.  on  Sunda3',  2;)th  .July. 

Tlie  convicti"!!  was  dated  28th  July,  and  served  on 
the  defendant  Maig  on  the  Jnth  July— which  was  the 
first  notice  Haig  had  of  the  charge  at  all  The  con- 
viction wa<  for  fishing  contrary  to  the  Statute,  &c  , 
with  two  boats,  and  a fine  imposed  of  $10  for  each 
offence. 

The  defendant  had  never  been  summoned  or  noti- 
fied in  any  manner,  nor  heard  in  his  defence  by  the 
Fishery  Officer,  who  h id  proceeded  under  the  powers 
which  lie  conceived  he  jiossessed  under  Section  18  of 
the  Fishery  Act  (Canada,  18()S,  c.  601,  authorizing 
him  to  convict  upon  his  own  view.  A rule  nin  h.d 
been  obtained  in  October,  and  came  on  to  be  heard 
this  da,y. 

Sir  Matt.  B.  Beouie,  C J — The  power  to  con- 
vict “on  view  ’’  perhaps  will  enable  the  Fishery 
Officer  to  disjiense  .with  a writ  en  information,  and 
with  sworn  evidence,  perhaps  even  to  dispense  with  a 
summons,  if  he  make  up  to  the  wrongdoer  on  the 
spot,  and  demand  an  exiilanation  there  and  then;  but 
he  cannot  surely  convict  a man  in  his  absence,  or 
without  hearing  him,  or,  at  least,  giving  him  an  op- 
portunity of  excusing  himself.  That  is  contrary  to 
an  Englishman’s  notion  of  natural  ju.stico.  The 
offence  alleged  must  bo  somehow  formulated,  in  an 
information  or  otherwise— the  defendant  must  know 
or  liave  clear  means  of  kmiwing  what  he  is  charged 
witli,  and  must  have  an  opjiortunity  of  clearing  him- 
self. The  observations  of  Campbell,  L.C.J.,  in  II.  v.

.Archbishop  of  Canicibury  (23  b.,J  , Q.  B , 1.14),  seem 
to  apjilj'  here.  And  the  case  cited  there  from  2 Cr.  & 
J , by  mu,  J.,  towards  the  end  of  l.i-  judgment,  very 
nearly  corresponds  with  the  ca.se  of  a com  iction  on 
view. 

Here  it  is  alleged  on  oath  and  not  denied,  but  rather 
admitted  by  the  gloss  which  it  was  atlemiited  to  put 
on  the  words  “may  < onvict  on  view,’’  that  the  first 
notice  wliich  the  defendant  naig  liad  of  any  charge 
against  him  was  the  receipt  i f a copy  of  the  convic- 
tion and  sentence.  In  m.y  opinion,  such  a c uiviction 
cannot  stand,  and  it  ajpiears  umiecessaiy  to  c-uisider 
the  other  grounds  alleged  hy  the  ajiplicant.  One  of 
those  giounds,  howe'er,  ajipears  to  bo,  in  addition,  a 
very  .serious  objection,  — viz.,  the  embodying  two  con- 
victions, aiiparentl.v,  in  eiie  conviction  en  two  charges, 
and  inflicting  two  itenahics,  fir  wliiit  is  in  fact  one 
offence,  viz  , li.^hing  in  close  time.  T'his  seems  quite 
contrary  to  the  doctrines  unhesitatingly  laid  down 
one  hundred  .years  ago  by  Lord  Mansjie.iil,  in  Crepps  v. 
Dunh-n  (1  Smith,  Jj.  C.,  57G),  and  never  disputed. 
But  it  is  not  necessary  to  consider  that  now.

A Rule  nisi  for  a certiorari  had  been  obtained  in 
each  of  the  above  cases,  with  a view  to  quashing  con- 
victions . f the  aj'pl  cants  adjudged  by  certain  .lustices 
of  the  Peace  at  New  Westminster. 

The  two  ca^es,  information,  conviction,  &c.,  were 
prcci.=ely  similar,  with  i 11I3’  a change  of  tlie  name  of 
the  defendant  in  each  case. 

The  magistrates  had  been  duly  served  with  the  rule 
summoning  them  to  show  cau-e,  but  did  not  appear, 
leaving  the  conviction  in  the  hands  of  the  Court. 
They  liad  returned,  for  e.'tamination,  the  convictions 
in  question,  and  the  informations  and  summonses  on 
which  the  same  wore  founded. 
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[April  9th,  1881. 


The  conviction  was  for  that  “the  defendant  did,  on^ 
“the  29th  September,  lHi-0,  at  New  AVestminster, 
“ play  cards  for  money  at  an  unlawful  gome,  known 
“as  ‘poker,’  ...  in  a common  gaming  house, 
“ known  as  the  Holbrook  House,  kept  by  J.  W.  H., 
“ contrar3-  to  the  foim,  &c.” 

The  information  was  for  that  “the  defendant  did, 
“ at  Holbrook  House’’  iiiot  alleging  it  to  be  a jniblic 
house,  or  a C' mmon  gaming  h use),  ‘‘gamble  with 
“ cards'^  for  monej’  ” 'J'he  summons  followed  the 
same  words,  onlj'  adding  the  words  “contraiy  to  the 
“ Statute.  «fcc  ” 

Siu  M ATT.  B.  Begbik,  C j. — The  same  observa- 
tions api'ly  hero  as  in  Haig’s  case.  The  defemlant 
has  never  bei>n  summoned  to  answer  any  oflbnce. 
The  matter  which  is  alleged  against  him  in  the  infor- 
mation and  summons,  and  which  he  is  brought  to 
meet,  is,  jdaying  at  cards  lor  money  in  a house  not 
alleged  to  be  a public  bouse,  gaming  house,  or  imblic 
place.  1’hat  is  no  offence  at  all.  And  then  he  is  con- 
victed of  what  is  an  offence,  without  the  least  oppor- 
tunity of  defending  himself,  and  indeed  without  any 
knowledge  that  it  was  intended  to  a'lege  against  him 
the  charge  upon  which  ho  is  convicted.  That  is  alone 
sufficient  to  set  aside  the  conviction. 

In  this  case  also,  as  in  Haig’s  case,  there  arc  other 
very  grave  defects  in  the  conviction,  on  the  face  of  it. 
I appif'hend  it  is  intended  lo  bo  a c.mviction  under 
the  “Competent  Alagistrates’  Act,’’  32  & 33  Vic  , c 
42,  which  seems  referred  to  in  the  “Gaming  Act, 
1877,’’  c 33  If  so.  then,  as  was  decided  in  Colonel 
Houghti  n’s  case,  the  magistrates  have  no  summary 
jurisdiction  without  the  consentof  the  accused,  and  that 
consent  should  be  stated  in  the  conviction  It  is  very 
doubtful  win  thcr  the  Hiatutt!,  32  & 33  Vic  , c.  32,  can 
be  put  in  force  in  British  Columbia  at  all;  ai  d that 
is  the  only  Statute  under  which  Justices  of  the  Peace 
can  have  jurisdiction,  I think,  over  the  offence  of 
playing  in  a gaming  house — a new  offence  created  b\'^ 
the  Act  of  t877.  The  proper  remedy  is  probably  by 
indictment.  Neither  can  this  conviction  bo  su])ported 
under  the  “Rogues  and  Vagabonds  Act,”  (n,  G IV., 
C.83,  s.  4),  for  under  that,  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
has  no  power  to  inflict  a fine,  but  must  send  to  prison. 
I have  no  doubt  but  that  the  magistrates  have  in  this 
case  intended  to  do  that  which  was  useful  and  just, 
and  I certainly  make  no  order  against  them  for  costs; 
but  the  convictions  must  bo  quashed.

Here  the  question  is  the  validity  of  the  award  itself, 
not  the  amount  awarded,  which  is  not  “in  dispute,” 
and  not  within  the  Rule.

As  plaintitf  has  been  put  to  some  trouble  and  ex- 
pense in  attending  to  oppose,  the  costs  of  ibis, i pplica- 
tion  are  to  bo  p.aintiff's  costs  in  the  cau.se  in  any 
event.

Ordered  that  the  sccurit3’  be  fixed  for  the  present  at 
$400.  The  Judge  has  jiower  to  vaiy  the  amount, 
shou'd  it  be  necessar3’,  as  the  case  goes  on,  and  should 
the  further  e.spense  of  luoceedings  call  for  its  increase.

86  sheep,  at  Fowl  Bay,  into  British  Columbia,  with- 
out pa3’ing  duty. 

Registrar  ordered  to  issue  summons  against  defen- 
dants returnable  hero  at  noon,  on  Thursday,  3rd  inst, 
to  test  jurisdiction.

Burns  v.  VanVolkenburgh  Bros. 

A Summons  for  leave  to  sign  final  judgment  under  R.  C., 
s.  75,  being  returnable  in  less  than  two  clear  days,  held 
invalid,  as  contrary  to  Rule  76. 

Writ  specially  indorsed  and  appearance  duly  en- 
tered. Plaintiff  took  out  and  served  on  28th  February 
ultimo,  summons  f ir  liberty  to  sign  judgment.  The 
following  day,  plaintitf  served  copy  of  atfidavit  re- 
quired by  Rule  75.  The  summons  was  made  return- 
able on  2nd  March. 

Held  that  summons  was  invalid,  being  made  re- 
turnable before  the  expiration  of  two  clear  da>’s  after 
service,  contrary  to  Rule  76.  That  it  could  not  be 
amended,  and  that  defendants  were  not  entitled  to 
costs  on  the  application,  on  ground  that  summons 
being  obviously  bad  they  need  not  have  attended. — 
{Daubeny  v.  Shutllcworth,  1 L.  R.  Ex,  D,,  53.)
